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MAYOR’S MESSAGE. 


To he Honorable, the Common ('oim- 
oil of the City of Lon Angeles—G e n t l e­ 
m e n : During the year now drawing 
to a close, the people of this city have 
been exempt from serious calamities, 
and although some of their various in* 
dustrial pursuits may not have re­ 
turned highly remunerative rewards, 
want and suffering have not been felt, 
but competence and comfort have 
been the reward of the fugal and In­ 
dustrious. 
. 
0X711 FINANCIAL CONDITION. 
It is a gratifying fact, that although 
there have been large and unusual 
expenditures imposed upon the city 
during the last year, growing out of 
the condemnation of lands for railroad 
purposes, and for the construction of 
sewers, amounting to about $14,000, 
the revenue of the city for the same 
period, (notwithstanding the very con­ 
siderable reduction of the rate of taxa­ 
tion over the previous years), has been 
sufficient not only to meet the total 
expenditures for the year amounting 
to about $20,000, but to promptly meet 
the Interest on our outstanding bonds, 
and to reduce the indebtedness of the 
city about §20,000 by tin* redemption 
of city bonds. 
On the flrst of December, 1872, the 
debt of the city was in round num­ 
bers, $230,000, of which $219,000 was in 
outstanding bonds, and $11,500 was in 
outstanding warrants or floating debt. 
On December 1st, 1873. the amount of 
indebtness was $200,000 in bonds, and 
$10,000 in floating debt, and of the 
bonds $75,000 are Railroad, and $20,­ 
000 are Schoolhouse bonds, and $105,­ 
000 are city bonds proper. 
Although it has been necessary, in 
order to meet the demands upon our 
empty treasury, caused by the awards 
for lands taken for railroad purposes, 
sewers and current expenses, to issue 
script for less than Its fair value, there­ 
by entailing a loss upon the city, I 
am happy to say that the revenue 
paid into the treasury prior to the 1st 
of November, is sufficient from that 
day forward to permit the resumption 
of cash payments for all orders drawn 
upon the Treasurer; and there is no 
good realm why (with due economy 
and proper management henceforth, 
that the current expenses of the city 
will not be met with cash payments 
*s they become due, thereby escaping 
those great lasses and inconveniences 
resulting from the issuance of seript 
upon a Treasury without funds. 


THE PUBLIC' SCHOOLS. 
Our public school department, owing 
to the able management of our worthy 
Board of Education, presents an im­ 
proved condition. There are fifteen 
schools with their respective fifteen 
teachers. 
The schools embrace one High School 
three Grammar schools, six inter­ 
mediate schools and five Primary 
schools. 
The annual expenses of the School 
Department, including salaries, jani­ 
tors, repairs, insurance, the taking of 
school census, etc., amount to $18,200. 
The number of children attending the 
public schools is 800. There are also, 
including the College, six private 
schools in the city, with an attendance 
of 300 pupils. The whole number of 
school children embraced in the last 
census is about 2,100. 
The establishment of the Woolen 
Mill and their successful operation give 
reasonable hopes that in the near 
future manufactories and new indus­ 
tries will spring up in our midst. 
OUR PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
The organization of the Los Angeles 
Library Association, and the energy 
manifested by the officers in procuring 
the vast display of books, magazines, 
newspapers, including the current lit­ 
erature of the day and works of sci­ 
ence, as well as the liberality shown 
by opening their doors to all visitors, 
residents and strangers, is alike hon­ 
orable to the members of the Associa­ 
tion and the city, and beneficial to the 
present and rising generations, and is 
worthy of our consideration and such 
aid as may, in your province and sound 
judgment, be deemed expedient to ex­ 
tend to it. 
A CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
has been formed in this city,* the 
members and officers of which are 
manifesting a considerable zeal for the 
welfare and advancement of this com­ 
munity. ' An association of this na­ 
ture, which can have among its mem­ 
bers no eommon interests but such as 
must be of general benefit, is deserv­ 
ing of and should receive the cordial 
approval and support of those to whom 
is entrusted the good name and pros­ 
perity of the city. Associations made 
up of such men as are usually found In 
those of this class can discuss ques­ 
tions of the greatest interest, and 
reach conclusions less influenced by 
bias or personal interest than those of 
any other class; and for this reason, 
in ail countries and places, the opin­ 
ions and judgments of chambers of 
oommence have been gladly and con­ 
siderately received by political author­ 
ities when seeking the welfare of the 
people. 
' 
THE RAILROAD PROGRESS. 
The Railroad Company has made 
good progress In the construction of 
the dmerent sections of their road, 
the building of which was promised 
by the company, when asking aid 
from the city and county, and there is 
every reason to believe that the com­ 
pany will fully perform all which it 
promised. The completion of the con­ 
templated railroads will greatly af­ 
fect the business and prosperity of this 
city and county, and every opportu­ 
nity and means should be embraced to 
secure to this city its iust proportion 
of the benefits and advantages that 
may result from their construction 
and operation. 
THH LIGHTING OF OUR STREET*. 
That provision should bo made lor 
lighting the streets would seem to be 
so evident as not to require from me 
any mention, much less argument or 
recommendatfou; but under the cir- 
tcumaauces surrounding this matter it 


may be excusable in me to call your 
attention to the inequality of the bur­ 
den] imposed upon the tux-payers for 
the city at large, by defraying the ex­ 
penses incurred from lighting some of 
the streets, or portions of the city, to 
the exclusion of other streets or por­ 
tions from the common treasury. That 
it is beneficial to the people of the city 
at large that even a few of the chief 
streets should be lighted, we will not 
deny; but, that this partial lighting of 
the streets is of equal benefit to those 
living upon streets left to their natural 
darkness that it is t* those living upon 
those streets that are lighted, could 
hardly be maintained. It would, there­ 
fore, seem just that the property sit­ 
uated upon the streets which are light­ 
ed should pay something additional 
toward this expense. 
If a street, or a given part of a street, 
is to be lighted by the city, I can see 
no good reason why the owners or oc­ 
cupants of property along the line of 
said street should not be required to 
contribute directly to that especial 
purpose. 
I would therefore recom­ 
mend that a proposition which shall 
be fair and equitable should be made 
without unnecessary delay to the Gas 
Company, to enter into a contract with 
the city to light such streets or parts of 
streets as you may deem expedient, 
always reserving the right on the part 
of the city to modify or cancel the con­ 
tract upon reasonable notice, at any 
time after the expiration of one year, 
and if such proposition should not be 
accepted by the Gas Company, that 
measures be taken with all judicious 
expedition to procure the lighting of 
the streets by some other agency or 
means. 
OUR WATER RIGHTS. 
The most valuable heritage which 
the inhabitants of this city received 
from their predecessor- is the water of 
the Los Angeles rivel. It was this 
water, and the ease with which the 
land adjoining could be irrigated by 
it, that led to the settlement of this 
town. 
The settlement, although at its in­ 
ception denominated a town and exer­ 
cising the privileges of a municipal 
corporation, was purely an agricultu­ 
ral one, drawn to this locality by the 
advantages flowing from the river, 
and until the presnt time, now verging 
on one hundred years, the cultivation 
of the soil has been a controling pur­ 
suit of the inhabitants, and the agricul­ 
tural products have been the basis of a 
prosperity which has advanced with 
a certainty and uniformity seldom 
equaled. 
‘ 
Although its growth at no time ims 
been rapid under speculation or vis­ 
ionary stimulus it has, from the fact 
that the cultivation of the soil was its 
chief support, advanced in population 
and business with astonishing regu­ 
larity. Therefore, as the use of the 
water for irrigation lias caused this 
growth, we are admonished to exer­ 
cise the utmost vigilance in guarding 
and protecting this invaluable inher­ 
itance; that we may transmit it intact 
and without incumbrance to our suc­ 
cessors, and in the same fullness that 
we received it. 
Manufacturing and mechanical in­ 
dustries build up towns more rapidly 
than the cultivation of the soil. They 
are fluctuating and frequently lead to 
great suffering; yet they are import­ 
ant and valuable auxiliaries to the 
growth and prosperity of a city. Di­ 
versified pursuits by a people are far 
more advantageous than any one sole 
vocation for their dependence. 
WATER POWER. 
The water of the Los Angeles river 
is capable of furnishing great and val­ 
uable power which, if directed to use­ 
ful purposes, would greatly add to the 
resources of the city, augment its pop­ 
ulation, increase its wealth and the 
taxable property, without detriment 
to its volume for irrigation. 
OUR ABSOLUTE SOVEREIGNTY OVER 
THE WATER. 
By the laws of Spain, concerning 
the settlement bf towns in America, 
and the actions and decisions of the 
constituted authorities of Mexico and 
California, it appears to be beyond con­ 
troversy that the absolute and exclu­ 
sive right to all the water of the Los 
Angeles river, from its source until it 
passes out below and beyond the lim­ 
its of the city, except wnat might be 
needed for live stock and household 
purposes only, along its course, was 
vested iu the inhabitants of Los An­ 
geles city, and it may be doubted 
whether there has been, since the set­ 
tlement of this town, any political 
power, either legislative, executive or 
udicial, which could ana has divested 
its inhabitants of any part of this 
right. 
It is of vital importance to the wel­ 
fare of the people of this place that its 
rights to so important and valuable a 
resource should not suffer by a want 
of due and proper diligence ou the part 
of those to whom it has been given, 
by the people, the authority to man­ 
age, guard and protect their common 
interests. 
THE IMPOLICY OF GRANTING FRAN­ 
CHISES. 
The granting of rights and privil­ 
eges to individuals and corporations 
has been of great detriment to the wel­ 
fare and prosperity of many towns. 
There are are but few of the many 
cities scattered over our land which 
have not suffered more or less from the 
manner in which their grantees and 
their successors have exercised their 
rights and privileges, or from their 
heartless and 
grinding opposition. 
While it may be a mooted question 
whether a franchise for any public ob­ 
ject or purpose derived from the peo­ 
ple, which circumscribes their free­ 
dom, or deprives them of any of their 
sovereign, political or other rights, 
can be placed above and beyond the 
control of the granting power—tho 
people, it would seem both prudent 
ana judicious that all grant of rights 
and privileges, such as are denomina­ 
ted franchises, should contain a clause 
expressly reserving to tho granting 
power the right to alter, amend, and 
repeal the granting Act, as the inter­ 
ests and general welfare of the people 
might in the future require. 
I apprehend that such a provision 
would not deter an individual or a 
corporation from engaging in any pub­ 
lic enterprise, because so long as the 
business for which the franchise was 
sought, should be governed, conduct­ 
ed and carried on to the material ben­ 
efit of the people and the corporation, 
there would be no grounds for any in­ 
termeddling of the granting power 
with the management of the business 
of the individual or corporation, and 
the people will never seek to injure or 
ruin it. When the business growing 
out of n franchise is a public benefit 


K, and when it is not a benefit to ihe 
mblic it should die and be buried, am. 
iiot suffered to encumber the path of 
the people in their onward and up­ 
ward march. In granting exclusive 
privileges, the greatest caution is re- 
piired. The very act of soliciting an 
exclusive right to do a thing implies 
chat the solicitors may intend to take 
such advantage, by virtue of that 
right, as will enable them to exaci 
;'rom the people an unjust and oppress­ 
ive recompense for the capital employ­ 
ed in the business. 
s t r e e t im pr o v e m e n t s. 
The condition of the streets, cross­ 
ings, and sidewalks of a city is gener­ 
ally looked upon by strangers and vis­ 
itors as an inaex of the enterprise and 
thrift of its citizens. The present exe­ 
crable condition of our’s would, I fear, 
cause strangers to form an incorrect 
opinion of our really enterprising and 
progressive people. Therefore I earn­ 
estly call your attention to their con­ 
dition, and recommend that you take 
steps to have our charter amended so 
as to be able to remedy tills evil at 
once. 
Our fortunate exemption from fires 
should not cause apathy, but should 
licite to the adoption of all the means 
within our power to guard against 
their outbreak and for their extin­ 
guishment when they shall occur. It 
is said that the Water Company has 
not fully complied with their agree­ 
ment to place hydrants at the street 
corners. There is a necessity for a 
greater supply of water and hydrants 
from which water is procured to ex­ 
tinguish fires,and the safety of proper­ 
ty requires that attention to this mat­ 
ter should not be delayed; and it is 
worthy of your consideration whether 
sound policy does not require a more 
rigid inhibition to the erection of 
wooden buildings, at least in the most 
compact parts of the city. 
DANGER OF A CHANGE IN THE RIVER 
COURSE. 
By an immutable law, the river of 
Los Angeles will at some day, and that 
day may come upon us in the next 
few weeks if left by us to follow its own 
course, sweep through the central 
E 
ortionof ourcity, washing away the 
omes and hopes of hundreds of our 
citizens. If such a calamity should 
befall this place, in our day, we would 
not be-held blameless if we should 
make no effort to prevent it, and I 
should feel culpable, and that I had 
not discharged my duty, if it should 
appear that I had failed to urge upon 
you the importance of attending to the 
matter. And I would earnestly rec­ 
ommend for your consideration and 
adoption of some measures to obtain 
the best plan which science and our 
pecuniary means can procure for effi­ 
cient protection against loss and dam­ 
age by the overflowing of the river or 
from a change of its way through the 
city. 
To avoid an expenditure upon a de­ 
fective plan, it might be worthy of 
yonr consideration whether it would 
not be economy to otter a liberal pre­ 
mium, one that would provoke the 
engineering skill and genius of the 
county for the best plan, for a perma­ 
nent safeguard against a change in 
the river way. 
if it should be found that power is 
lacking, the city authorities to legally 
make the offer of this premium, I 
would recommend that steps be taken 
to obtain from the Legislature now in 
session that power, as well as such 
other power as might bo necessary to 
provide the ways and means to carry 
the plan into execution when it should 
have been adopted by the city. 
A plan for the best and most eco­ 
nomical improving of our irrigating 
system might be arrived at in the 
same manner. 
MUNICIPAL LITIGATION. 
Litigation is a costly business and 
should be avoided whenever prActifca- 
ble, and more especially by a muni­ 
cipal corporation, which generally 
comes out of the case the plucked 
goose. If the money which L03 An­ 
geles has unprofltably expeuded in 
lawsuits since its incorporation had 
been judiciously drawn upon for the 
settlement of the cases in which it has 
been involved tiefore tlfe courts, her 
rights would undoubtedly be as little 
impaired and there would be, I doubt 
not, a large balance in the treasury to 
the credit of the city. I would, ac­ 
cordingly, recommend that in all cases 
threatening litigation the spirit ot 
conciliation should bo invoked, and 
all proper means called into requisi­ 
tion to secure a settlement without re­ 
sort to the legal tribunals. 
As it is my duty so it will be my 
chief ambition to cooperate with you 
in each and every measure which has 
for its object the welfare and the pros­ 
perity of the people and the growth 
and good name of a city so generously 
endowed by nature.

The Harbor. 
The Exprc»* takes violent exception 
to our suggestion that the railroad 
should be extended to Dead-Man’s Isl­ 
and, and seems to think that if this 
were done, the improvement of the 
harbor would be forever set aside. 
Now the facts are simply, that an ap­ 
propriation has been secured sufficient 
to build a breakwater, and leave a 
hundred thousand dollars to improve 
the harbor. There is no probability 
that under present circumstances, 
much more can be immediately had 
A small sum, judiciously expended, 
will make a safe anil accessible harbor 
inside the breakwater, and that har­ 
bor can be extended inland as fast as 
llie needs of commerce require it, and 
t lie money can be had to do the work. 
But the question now is, how to get a 
harbor at once, with the means on 
hand. With the railroad terminating 
at Wilmington, the harbor can only be 
reached by the present expensive and 
inconvenient system of lighterage, 
but if extended to Dead-Man’s Island, 
the unexpended balance can be so ap­ 
plied as to at once be available. 
That a vessel drawing 8 feet of 
water had gone in and out of the 
harbor at Wilmington is true, but 
that any one would depend upon this 
as a regular thing needs no denial. 
To make Wilmington accessible to 
vessels like the Pacific Mail steamers 
will require a considerable amount ol 
dredging, and no mau expects to see 
this done in any reasonable time. 
Then, plainly, the sensible thing to do 
is to extend the railroad to Dead-Mans 
Island as we suggested, expend the 
money we have, and can get, in open­ 
ing the harbor, and as more wharf 
room Is needed,the bay can be dredged 
further back. We see no way in which 
this will interfere with the present 
improvements or render anything that 
has been done useless. 
On the con­ 
trary, it will at once make available 
the work that has been completed, in­ 
stead of requiring the growing city of 
Los Angeles and the enterprising town 
of Wilmington, with their extensive 
commerce, to sit idly waiting for a 
harbor to be dug a long way into the 
interior. If the Express sees anything 
absurd in this proposition its vision 
must certainly be assisted in some way 
not accessible to ordinary persons. 


Petroleum In Los Angeles Co. 


We think it is safe to say that one o 
the most important products of Losf 
AngelesCountyisPetroleum. Among 
all her vast and valuable resources, its 
production stands out prominently as 
one of the most promising of the many 
remunerative Industries that are only 
waiting for the hand of capital to deve­ 
lop. 
Oi 1 was discovered some years 
ago, in the springs flowing from the 
north side of the San Fernando moun­ 
tains, and about five years since the 
lands'were mainly located by parties 
from this city. The springs extend for 
about seven miles, and bring to the 
surface a quantity of crudo petroleum, 
unequaled in any part of the world. 
For years, several barrels of oil have 
been daily flowing to the surface, and 
until recently no steps have been 
taken to utilize the immense mine of 
wealth that has lain there, waiting for 
the hand of enterprise. This is about 
to be changed. 
The last steamer 
brought down] from San Francisco the 
necessary maehiney for refining the 
oil, and in a few weeks Los Angeles 
will be supplied with burning oil 
from her own soil, and instead 
of sending abroad for light, will be 
prepared to ship it to all the world 
The refinery is to be built by the Los 
Angeles Petroleum Refining Com­ 
pany, an association organized under 
the laws of California, with a capital 
of $100,000. About $40,000 of this has 
already been subscribed, and some 
82,000 paid in. As soon as $500 more 
is secured, the books will lie closed for 
the present. 
The principal object at the present 
is to fully demonstrate the value of 
these deposits, when wells will be 
sunk and the works enlarged to any 
capacity desired. 
The refinery will be located at 
Lyon’s Station, about 32 miles from 
this city. The building, for which the 
lumber has already been purchased, 
will be 18 feet wide, by 40 feet in 
length. As the manner of refining is 
doubtless new to many of our readers, 
we give a brief description of the pro­ 
cess. The crudt> oil is first placed in 
the still, which is made of boiler iron, 
n I will contain about til);) gallons. 
By the application of intense heat the 
oil is vaporized, and passes through a 
two-inch pipe immersed in cold water 
for a distance of 121) feet into the agita­ 
tor. And this iron vessel, the inside of 
which is lined with lead, to prevent 
the action of the acids employed in 
cleansing. Here the oil is treated with 
caustic soda and other chemicals, and 
constantly agitated by revolving pad­ 
dles. It is then washed with water 
and subjected to the action of oil ot 
vitriol, when it is again washed in 
through two waters, and drawn into 
the distillery tank. From thence the 
oil is pumped into the stone tanks, 
and is ready to be placed in cans or 
barrels for shipment. 
The company’s works will cost about 
$2,500, and will producé from four to 


five barrels of refined oil per day. 
They will be in operation in about six 
weeks, and the projectors have no 
doubt will so demonstrate the value 
and availability of the deposit as to 
cause for an enlargement of the works 
to a capacity sufficient to supply the 
Pacific Coast. It is believed that the 
oil can be produced by the company 
at a cost of 25 cents per gallon, and 
when it is remembered that a like 
quality brought from the East coats 55 
cents delivered in Los Angeles; the 
importance ot the enterprise is appar- 
enl at a glance. There can be no 
doubt that the supply is inexliausta- 
ble. From ten to fifteen barrels per 
day are collected from the surface of 
the water as it flows from the springs, 
a rude dam having been constructed to 
hold the water while the oil is skim­ 
med off. One well of two inches in 
diameter has been sunk a few feet and 
from this oil is flowing in small quan­ 
tities in numerous localities Yn this 
vicinity, and abundant evidence of 
vast'deposits is visible. The Superin­ 
tendent and Engineer of the com­ 
pany, W. P. Smith, is a man of great 
experience, trained in the oil fields of 
Pennsylvania, and under his energetic 
supervision we look for a rapid devel­ 
opment of this important enterprise. 


TH E BEAUDRY T R A C T. 


Whnt is bciiiK done—How it is done— 
And pll about It—Most desirable 
building locations—An enterprising 
ration 
w h o . has made a mint of 
money by his enterprise. 
Yesterday, in company with Prudent 
Beaudry, we had the opportunity of 
riding over the hills to the north of 
the city, and were quite surprised to 
see the progress made by the city in 
that direction. It is so easy to accom­ 
plish what has been accomplished, and 
this is so much; 
Streets are being opened in all direc­ 
tions. Temple street, Third street and 
Fourth street are being graded, and 
Bunker Hill avenue is run parallel to 
Spring and Fort, along the crest of the 
hill. 
It has always been considered im­ 
possible to get water on these hills, 
but with little labor, and at a compar­ 
atively light expense, our friend Beau­ 
dry has brought this around, and now 
he is laying pipes all over the hills in 
a most prodigal way. Long lines of 
ditches, and piles of pipe are every­ 
where, and the holes are already dug 
for pepperell and gum trees soon to 
speckle the hill top and sides. 
The tank which waters the hillsides 
holds 3,000 gallons and ought to keep 
the people and land well watered, but 
this is not enough for Mr. Beaudry. 
He proposes to erect still other tanks, 
and pot in an engine to fill them. The 
supply of water is inexhaustible, and 
now it is put ‘•where it will do the 
most good.” 
The view from the hill is most beau­ 
tiful. Why people will dwell ip the 
valley when they can live on the hill­ 
top is moi’ethan a reasoning man can 
see. 
Yesterday the snow capped 
mountains in the distance were glint­ 
ing and glittering in the pure sun 
light and looked as though nature, 
showing her joy that the rain had 
come and was gone, was saying in her 
own way and in the clearest tones, 
“God is good, the harvest will be 
abundant.” The city lay at our feet 
with its green and leopard-colored 
orange groves, its long lines of pepper­ 
ell and its rippling willow-lined zan­ 
jas. The river stretched along and 
could be traced by the willows which 
grow on its banks. In the points of 
the compass the country could be seen 
for miles upon miles away. 
One 
could scarcely help being romantic and 
poetical if they lived upon the hill. 


The Senate Com mittees. 
The Administration leaders in the 
United States Senate have done them­ 
selves no credit in the composition of 
the Committees of that august body. 
The purity, ability and special fitness 
of Senator Sumner, not less than the 
high respect in which he is held, called 
for his restoration to the head of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
The 
people have cast aside ancient party 
distinctions, the President lias pub­ 
licly recognized the fact, and the Sen­ 
ate should have bowed to the decision 
of the people by restoring him to the 
place from which nothing hut party 
spirit removed him. 
The people have set the seal of em­ 
phatic condemnation on railroad leg­ 
islation, yet Bill Stewart, the attorney 
and special champion of corporate 
greed, is made the Chairman of the 
important Committee on Railroads. 
The Senate is too much of an aristo­ 
cratic institution to suit the temper of 
the people in these times, and its aris­ 
tocracy partakes too much of the shod­ 
dy to make it popular. 
Give us a 
change. 


Wm, M. Evarts is spoken of for 
Secretary of State, though the Presi­ 
dent lias not intimated any desire/ot 
a change. In this the President differs 
very materially with the people. A 
very large majority of our citizens, of 
all shades of political faith, are exceed­ 
ingly. anxious for a change, and would 
hail with pleasure the appointment of 
Mr. Evarts, or any other American of 
respectable talents, to take the place 
of the aristocratic old Spanish mack­ 
erel that now disgraces the portfolio 
of State. 


A New M ining District.

Around 
the platform were numerous mottoes, 
such as “We demand a suspension of 
rents for three months,” “The Gener­ 
al that commands this army is Gen­ 
eral Distress,” “When Workingmen 
begin to think Monopolists begin to 
tremble,” 
and others 
of equally 
significant character. A handbill was 
circulated, enumerating high salaries 
paid officers, and demanding more 
salaries for themselves. The number 
of homeless men and women was giv­ 
en at 10,000. Those in station houses 
7,500 every week. It was stated that 
tnere are *18,000 skilled workmen idle 
in this State, 11,000 of other classes 
idle in the city, and 38,000 women 
earning only an average of three dol­ 
lars and forty-four cents per week. 
Addresses were read on the duty of 
government to protect the industrial 
classes; that when government fails 
in that duty it should be set aside or 
overthrown. 
John H. Albert read a preamble 
and resolutions, amongst which were 
the following: 
Whereas, We wish to avoid all out­ 
rages on person or pjoperty. and dep­ 
recating violence and injustice in any 
form, only demanding tbe necessaries 
of life for ourselves and families, not 
as objects of charity, but as law-abid­ 
ing citizens, whose- right It is to de­ 
mand these of a government which 
we have always supported: 
Resolved, That we will in this, our 
time of need, supply ourselves and 
our families with proper shelter and 
the necessaries of life, and we will 
send all our bills for the same to the 
City Treasury to be liquidated, until 
such time as we shall obtain work, 
and pay lor our work, and the aboli­ 
tion of tho contract system. To pre­ 
vent money panics, we demand enact­ 
ments of a law that shall prevent ac­ 
cumulations by any individual; that 
is, a law of graduated taxation, which 
shall prevent the locking up of our 
circulating medium. 
The resolutions 
were adopted. 
D e t r o it , Dec. 11.
